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The proposed amendment will not be entered because the combination of limitations required by proposed claim 7 will at very least 
require further consideration and/or search. In other words, since proposed claim 6 would be a combination of prior claims 6 and 8, 
proposed claim 7 would now require a combination of all limitations in prior claims 6, 7 and 8; accordingly, the proposed amendment 
raises new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. 

Applicant's remarks have been carefully reviewed and considered; however, insofar as proposed claim 6, the examiner maintains that 
this claim is deemed obvious over Hara in view of Lemaire because Lemaire was cited primarily to show that an injection mark having 
the claimed features would be typically/commonly included with Hara's device. In other words, Hara discloses the sealing resin is 
injected/disposed directly above the surface of the semiconductor chip, and although Hara is silent with respect to an injection mark, 
given Lemaire, one of ordinary skill in the art would have realized that an injection mark would form within the recessed portion where 
inflow opening 10A was positioned (note Hara, Fig. 1B). Note Lemaire shows in Fig. 29b, "the injection setup" includes a recess portion 
790 including an "inflow opening'Vnozzle 760, where "the injection setup" is very similar to Hara's setup in a region around the inflow 
opening 10A (note again, Hara, Fig. 1B). 
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
